Now and then a tidal wave of euphuism, 


or turgidlty has swept over our literature, 
big words and stilled expressions havo come 
into fiUihkm, and the victims of this verbal 
epidemic have sometimes been tilled with a 
great disgust for the simple Saxon style of 
tho Bible, an 1 havo criod ou^ for a uc\v 
translation. 


One of Ihe worst cases of this distemper 


was that of the K'»v. Tlodolplms Dickinson, 
a clergyman of thu Episcopal church in this 
count!y who, so Ion:; ago as IS'13, made up 
his mind that tho present E'iglish 15'iblu 
was no lun^H to bo tiiiduruil nn account of 
its inelogance, and set about inakinjj; a new 
translation. Tins is the way he discourses 
abuut M,, in his piofaco : 


"The lapse of centuries has produced a 


revolution in the English language, lequir- 
ing a correspondent ciiauge in the veisiou 
of the Scripuues; and, 1 may add, that tlie 
errors in gtammar and ihetoiic, the luisb 
and indelicate expressions,dispersed thiough 
the generally adopted text, demand amend- 
ment. 
The style of that tiauslation, regard- 


ing either its propriety, or purity, is, to a 
great extent, obsolete. 
There is much in- 


elegance and inaccuracy, in the selection of 
words, the structure of sentences, and in 
eveiy 
compartment (si'o) of composition. 


Elementary 
expressions, 
individual and 


coiniilex phrasrs ot various description, 
pervade it, unknown to the existing ad- 
vanced state of literature. If they weiead- 
tnlssihle, at t.he period of that publication, it 
is sufficient to aver, llul they ale now ex- 
ploded." 


Mi'. Dickinson now bre.iks forth in a pan- 


egyric upon "the existing advanced state of 
htcralme " aud so forth : "Tho mansions 
ot'ietinem'snt are less haunted by the spec- 
ties of decayed or impoverished learning. 
Cultivated life extensively recoils from the 
familial survey of relics that belong to the 
quiet of the tomb. They are fast ceasing Jo 
deface the exquisite elegance of the literary 
and theological 
landscape. 
Luminaries 


more effulgent enlighten and adorn the sum- 
mit of the social state. A renewed lustre il- 
lumines the vales,'' and so on. 
As a conse- 


quence of this advancement, Mr. Dickerson 
thinks that it is high time we had a more 
rnelliflous and magniloquent Bilile. 
"While 


various other wnrks, and especially those of 
the nmst trivial attainment, are diligently 
adorned with a splendid and sweetly tlowmg 
diction, why should the mete nni'liLciosiing 
identity and paucity of language be so ex- 
clusively employed in rendering the word of 
God ? 
Why should (he Christian Scrip 


tares be divested even of decent oinament ? 
Why should not an edition of the heavenly 
institutes be furnished for the reading loom, 
saloon and toilet, as well as for the church, 
school and nursery ? for the literary and ac- 
complished -gentleman as well as for the 
plaiu and unlettered citizen?"

Dickerson predicts that "the heavenly balm 
will be extensively untried ; and the depri- 
vation may cause many a valuable i aticnt 
to be successively visited by the lethargy of 
spiritual death."
